Virginia 
and W est Virginia. 
Most of these have set no limitation 
on the amount that can be brought In 
for Individual use. but In several case* 
the amendment would nullify directly 
state statutes expressly permitting Im 
portation of stipulated amounts per 
capita. 
In addition. Michigan, Montana and 
Indiana have carted prohibition laws 
which will put them Into the prohibi­ 
tion column subject to the provisions 
of the amendment.
